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ECONOMIC COMITE - 

BY CONSENSUS LATE MAY 8, COMITE ADOPTED DRAET RES ON ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR WORLD POPULATION CONEERENCE THAT INCLUDED INVITATIONS TO 
DRV AND TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY OAU AND ARAB LEAGUE 
WITHOUT RIGHT TO VOTE. USDEL'S ACQUIESCENCE WAS IN PART MEASURE 
TO FORESTALL INVITATION TO PRG. USDEL AND OTHERS, IN LIGHT 
ISRAELI CONCERNS, MADE STATEMENTS REITERATING RESERVATIONS ON 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. SOVIETS, IN BACKING DOWN FROM INSISTENCE 
ON "ALL STATES" FORMULA, ANNOUNCED THEY WOULD PRESS THAT EORMULA 
(THEIR INTERPRETATION OF "ALL STATES" INCLUDES PRG) FURTHER EOR 
WORLD EOOD CONFERENCE RES, WHICH COMITE WILL TAKE UP MAY 9. 

UNSUCCESSEUL ATTEMPTS WERE MADE BY: ALGERIA FOR UNQUALIFIED EULL 
PARTICIPATION BY LIBERATION MOVEMENTS BOTH NOW AND LATER RECOGNIZ- 
ED BY OAU AND ARAB LEAGUE; USSR TO INVITE PRG, AND, IN SEPARATE 
EFFORT, TO SUBSTITUTE ALL STATES EORMULA; MONGOLIA AND CHINA TO 
INVITE PRG; AND SOME DELS (BRAZIL, FRANCE, ETC.) TO LEAVE 
INVITATIONS ISSUE SO VAGUE AS TO REQUIRE EURTHER REFINEMENT AT 
WPC IN AUGUST. 

ISRAELI OBSERVER SAID IT WAS INCONCEIVABLE TO GOI THAT UN WOULD 
INVITE PLO IN LIGHT OP ITS HISTORY OP TERRORISM. (EARLIER, US, 

WITH SOME WEO SUPPORT, OBTAINED ALGERIAN AGREEMENT TO AMEND THEIR 
PARA TO EXPRESSLY EXCLUDE RIGHT TO VOTE AND TO LIMIT LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS TO THOSE "NOW" RECOGNIZED BY OAU AND ARAB LEAGUE.) 

FOLLOWING CONSENSUS DECISION, US REP SAID US CONTINUED HAVE 
RESERVATIONS ON NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS ATTENDANCE AT SUCH 
CONSFERENCES AND THAT ACQUIESCENCE REPRESENTED NO CHANGE IN US 
VIEWS TOWARD THOSE MOVEMENTS. SIMILAR STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS 
FRG, PRANCE, SPAIN, ITALY, BELGIUM, AUSTRALIA AND UK, WITH UK 
EXPLICITLY ADDING LIBERATION MOVEMENTS ARE NOT GOVTS OP SOVEREIGN 
STATES AND THUS CANNOT BE INTERPRETED AS HAVING EQUAL STATUS WITH

MAY 7, COMITE RECOMMENDED CONSIDERATION OP SYG'S REPORT ON 
PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY OVER NATURAL RESOURCES BE DEPERRED UNTIL 
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SUMMER SESSION AND THAT SYG BE ASKED TO PREPARE CONCISE ANALYTICAL 
REPORT OF VIEWS EXPRESSED IN 28TH AND SPECIAL GA S. 

UNFICYP RENEWAL - 

SYG EXPRESSED APPRECIATION WHEN AMB SCHAUFELE INFORMED HIM US 
COULD ACCEPT MAY 29 DATE FOR SC MEETING ON CYPRUS. SCHAUPELE 
ASKED HIM TO REFER IP POSSIBLE IN REPORT TO NEED FOR FURTHER 
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REDUCTIONS OR AT MINIMUM NOT STATE ANYTHING THAT MIGHT PRECLUDE 
ADDITIONAL CUTS, AND SYG SEEMED A GREF, ABLE. LATER, MISOEE CHECKED

IRAN-IRAQ DISPUTE - 

BAYANDOR (IRAN) TOLD POLCOUNS HOWISON THAT IN IRANIAN VIEW 
WECKMAN EULEILLED HIS EACT-FINDING MANDATE SATISFACTORILY AND 
IRAN VERY POSITIVELY IMPRESSED BY HIS CONDUCT, DESPITE HIS 
APPARENT CONCLUSION IRAN SUBSTANTIALLY AT EAULT IN CIRCUMSTANCES 
PRODUCING IRAQI COMPLAINT TO SC. HE THOUGHT IT POSSIBLE WECKMAN'S 
REPORT MIGHT CONTAIN TERMS OF AGREEMENT (NOT YET MADE PUBLIC)

BAYANDOR (IRAN) MADE PITCH TO HOWISON EOR US SUPPORT FOR IRANIAN

SEVERAL WEEKS AGO AND SOV REP MALIK FLATLY STATED IRAN WOULD HAVE 
SOVIET SUPPORT. IT WAS THUS CLEARLY UP TO US WHETHER IRAN WOULD

WORLD DISARMAMENT CONEERENCE COMITE -

SEEK COOPERATION OF ALL STATES POSSESSING NUCLEAR WEAPONS IF TASK

IMMERMAN MADE OPENING STATEMENT ON US VIRGIN ISLANDS IN 
SUBCOMITE MAY 8, AFTER GENERAL DEBATE ON SITUATION IN NEW 
HEBRIDES WAS CONCLUDED WITH STATEMENTS BY REPS PHI, 

CHILE AND INDIA. CHAIRMAN TADESSE (ETHIOPIA) THANKED US 
FOR ITS COOPERATION AND ACTIVE PARTICIPATION. HE ALSO

ITALY, US AND UK SUPPORTED HIS VIEWS, BUT USSR, GDR AND 
POLAND DISAGREED. 

COMITE ON RATIONALIZATION OF ECOSOC'S WORK- 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MAY 7 COMITE COMPLETED EIRST READING OF REDRAFTED SET OF 
ECOSOC RULES OF PROCEDURE AND BEGAN SECOND READING. MAY 8, 
MERGER OF COMITE OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT 
AND COMITE ON NATURAL RESOURCES WAS DISCUSSED AND GENERAL 
VIEW EXPRESSED THAT MERGER WOULD BE PPREMATURE AT THIS TIME. 
US AND NETHERLANDS SUGGESTED THAT PROPOSALS ON MACHINERY 
FOR PROGRAM AND COORDINATION OF UN'S WORK IN ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL FIELD AGAIN BE DEFERRED AND TAKEN UP NEXT SESSION 
WITHIN BROADER FRAMEWORK OF QUESTION OF COORDINATION. 

BRAZIL SUGGESTED RECOMMENDING CPC SUSPEND ITS FORTHCOMING 
SESSION (MAY 20-31) PENDING CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSALS 
AFFECTING THAT COMITE'S FUTURE. FRANCE SAW NO LOGIC TO THAT, 
AND CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS. WHEN COMITE 
TOOK UP SYG'S REPORT WHICH CONTAINS PROPOSALS FOR GROUPING 
IN ONE DIVISION TWO UNITS OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AFFAIRS 
DIVISION WITH PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS, 
BARBADOS, SUPPORTED BY T/T, PROPOSED SUSPENDING ACTION ON 
PROPOSAL UNTIL ECOSOC'S SPRING 1975 SESSION. UK WAS PREPARED 
SUPPORT SYG'S RECOMMENDATIONS, BUT WOULD NOT SOPPOSE 
POSTPONEMENT. SECRETARIAT OFFICIAL OBSERVED ACTION 
ALREADY TAKEN LAST SEPTEMBER. 

RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMITE- 

COMITE AGREED MAY 8 THAT AUSTRALIAN DRAFT LETTER TO lATA 
DIRECTOR GENERAL WOULD BE REDRAFTED IN THIRD PERSON AND THAT 
CHAIRMAN, IN REQUESTING SYG TO FORWARD IT, WOULD EMPHASIZE 
IMPORTANCE AND URGENCY OF MATTER. NEW SENTENCE WAS ADDED 
REQUESTING lATA TO BRING TO ATTENTION OF MEMBER AIRLINES 
FACTS OF SITUATION, TO STOP ANY CORRESPONDENCE WITH AIR 
RHODESIA, AND TO TERMINATE ALL DEALINGS WITH IT DIRECTLY 
OR INDIRECTLY. GIVEN CONTENTIOUS DEBATE BETWEEN SOVIETS AND 
BYELORUSSIANS ON ONE SIDE AND REST OF COMITE ON OTHER, 

IT WAS AGREED TO HOLD CONSULTATIONS ON RHISCO CASE PRIOR 
TO DISCUSSING IT AT NEXT MEETING MAY 15. (USUN-I7I I) 

NAMIBIA COUNCIL- 

IN CLOSED MEETING MAY 7, COUNCIL DECIDED IN PRINCIPLE ON 
ESTABLISHMENT OF NAMIBIA INSTITUTE, "TO ENABLE NAMIBIANS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO UNDERTAKE RESEARCH, TRAINING, PLANNING AND RELATED 
ACTIVITIES, WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM OF 
NAMIBIANS AND ESTABLISHMENT OF INDEPENDENT STATE OF NAMIBIA." 
COUNCIL ALSO REQUESTED ITS BUREAU, UNDER ITS PRES JACKSON 
(GUYANA), TO "PREPARE URGENTLY PROJECT FOR INSTITUTE 
ON BASIS OF FIVE-YEAR PLAN." 
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
